FANCY SAILS WITH THE CONSTITUTION 
This v oy age to the west coast of the old frigate 
Constitu tion is one of those odd little ev ents 
which remind u s, u nex p ectedly , that ou r nation 
is actu ally beginning to get along in y ears. 
The trip itself, made at the end of a towline 
with a snu g harbor fu rl on all sails, doesn’t 
amou nt to so mu ch. Bu t the ship , rebu ilt thou gh 
it may be, is a liv ing link with a p ast that seems 
almost infinitely remote — a relic of national 
y ou th which, by its v ery ex istence, emp hasizes 
the fact that America has long since grown u p . 
Consider, for instance, the changes that hav 5 
tak en p lace since the Constitu tion made its first 
trip , ’way back in 17 97 . 
George Washington was still aliv e, Thomas 
Jefferson had not y et become p resident, Flori­ 
da and New Orleans were foreign soil and almost 
no one k new what lay west of the Mississip p i. 
Rev olu tionary WTar v eterans were beginning to 
seek homesteads in the wilderness of Ohio. No 
honey mooner had ev er y et made a trip to Ni­ 
agara Falls; no millionaire had ev er lolled on the 
sands at Palm Beach. 
Ov erseas, Nap oleon w'as ju st coming to fame 
by v irtu e of a dazzling military camp aign in 
Italy . Trav el in the Mediterranean was u nsafe 
becau se of the Barbary p irates — which, inci­ 
dentally , was chiefly why the Constitu tion had 
been bu ilt. England was still an agricu ltu ral na­ 
tion, Liv erp ool was thriv ing as headq u arters of 
the slav e trade, and English sailors cou ld be, and 
freq u ently were, flogged to death at the whim of 
their commanding officers. 
Africa was still the dark continent, and no 
white man k new where the Nile rose — or, for 
that m atter, the Mississip p i. 
China was the 
hau ghty celestial emp ire, u np ertu rbed by the 
foreign dev ils, Jap an was a walled-in island 
k ingdom and the Pacific held thou sands of is­ 
lands that were not on any chart. 
The v alu es of p etroleu m and electricity were 


alik e u nsu sp ected. In all the world there was 
not a railroad train or a steamship or a steel mill. 
That was the world the Constitu tion was bom 
into. Ou r nation, lik e the ship which is its p ride, 
is a long way from its y ou th. < 


MYTHICAL SUPERANNUATION 
Ev en sociologists and economists sp end a good 
deal of time griev ing ov er things that are not 
so. There has been a lot of worry in this cou ntry 
du ring the last few y ears ov er the “scrap p ing” 
of work ers — both m anu al and white collar 
after the age of 40, in fav or of y ou th. An im­ 
p ression has been sp read that any man or wom­ 
an reaching the ex treme age of 45 is lu ck y to 
hav e a job ev en in good times. 
According to a stu dy condu cted by Ralp h G. 
Hu rlin of the Ru ssel Sage Fou ndation, facts do 
not su p p ort this v iew. He finds that in 17 occu ­ 
p ational grou p s the p rop ortion of p eop le em­ 
p loy ed ov er 45 y ears of age has not gone down 
at all in the last 40 y ears, bu t has gone u p . And 
not by a small margin, either. Ev en in salesman­ 
ship , a calling which is su p p osed to demand 
p articu larly the v igor and bu oy ancy of y ou th, 
there are 10 to 20 p er cent more emp loy ees of 
45 y ears or ov er than there were in 1890. 
There shou ld be nothing su rp rising abou t this, 
when y ou consider all the recent discov eries in 
p sy chology which show that the middle-aged can 
learn new things as well as y ou ng p eop le, and all 
the medical discov eries that mak e it easier for 
the middle-aged to k eep fit, and all the v alu e of 
rip ened ex p erience and ju dgment in a highly 
comp etitiv e society . 
If men and women of 50 or more shou ld be 
forced ou t of emp loy ment in large nu mbers 
hereafter, it may be for the y ou ng in a world 
where it is no longer necessary or p ossible to 
k eep ev ery able p erson emp loy ed all his life.

Lev i Retherford, the oldest 
child of Dav id1 and wife was the 
last of nine children to die—ex ­ 
p iring March 8, 1924, at the age 
of 89 y ears, 1 month and 12 day s. 
On the m aternal side the Ru sh 
cou nty Retherfords are descend­ 
ed from Colonel Gideon Minor of 
Rev olu tionary fame. Oliv er Min­ 
or was k illed at the battle of 
Cowp ens, Sou th Carolina. The 
wife of Colonel Gideon Minor 
was Nancy Dill. The Dill family 
is aLso ex tensiv ely related in 
Ru sh cou nty by the marriage of 
William Dill to Polly Hall, a sis­ 
ter of Dav id Retherford’s wife. 
The Kip linger family are de­ 
scendants on the m aternal side 
from this u nion as Rev . John 
Kip linger married Harriet Dill, a 
dau ghter of William and Polly 
(Hall) Dill, and this family set­ 
tled north of ftu shv ille and by 
the marriage of Jesse Retherford 
and Mary Dill we again see a 
fu rther u nion of two of the old­ 
est families and on the same 
farm their ancestors occu p ied. 
The marriage of Lev i R ether­ 
ford to Nancy E. Minor in 1856 
joined those families and a p ro­ 
lific u nion it has been and a 
v alu able addition to the cou nty . 
Gideon Minor, Sr., was bom, 
Fp b. 4, 17 7 6 in Virginia. At the 
age of 18 y ears he went to Flem­ 
ing cou nty , Ky ., where liv ed an 
u ncle—walk ing all the way . He 
work ed on the farm u ntil his u n­ 
cle sold ou t and went to Pick a­ 
way cou nty , Ohio. There he m ar­ 
ried Nancy Dill, dau ghter of Sol- 
mon Dill.
